I understand that no more special planes chartered by the Air Ministry will 
be bringing British subjects from Irag. The B.O.A.C. are recommencing their 
regular services and Swissair and K,L.M. have started again already, 


The movement of British subjects from Iraq to this country is, therefore, 
back to normal and there seems to be no ground for continuing the special 
arrangements for the reception of these people, In fact, almost all of those 
who have come here already on the chartered planes would have come here anyway by 
the normal airlines at about the same time and they have needed no help. The 
Swissair and K,L.M. planes have been arriving at London Airport without our being 
told anything about it: we have merely been told about the arrival at Hendon 
Reception Centre of passengers from the chartered aircraft landing at Southend 
Airport, At London Airport there are, of course, far more facilities such as 
transport and banking facilities than are normally aveilable at either Southend 
Airport or Hendon Reception Centre and there seems to be no justification for 
the special attendance of Home Office personnel end representatives of the 
voluntary societies at London Airport, (Two executive officers of the Home 
Office have been detached part-time from their normal duties and one clerical 
officer is on loan from the N.A.B.). 

I, therefore, propose that the special arrangements for reception be 
terminated, If this is agreed to, I will arrange for those concerned to be 
informed, In addition, I suggest that it would be appropriate for the W.V.S.,

On reference to the 
various Cabinet documents on INT.504/3/1, however, it seems verpeodear 
that the Service Departments made it clear from the outset that they would 
accept financial responsibility with respect to the reception in the 
United Kingdom of only service personnel and their dependents, In the 
circumstances, I think we shall have to pay the Air Ministry as requested, 
but we should make sure that the expenditure concerned relates only to 
refugees for whom the Home Office was responsible.

Office supplementary estimate will be needed, 


I enclose invoices which we have received from the Air 
Ministry, relating to expenditure totalling £56.16,4. which they 
say they have incurred in providing meals for civilian refugees 
at Hendon, We were surprised to get this bill, It is not clear 
from our papers whether there was any express agreement about the 
point. However, the Service Departments do appear to have taken 
the line in early discussions that they could accept financial 
responsibility for the reception of service personnel and their 
dependants but not for other people. ‘his does not seem to be an 
unreasonable proposition and I think that the Home Office will

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BRITISH SUBJECTS ARRIVING FROM IRAQ 


1 It is expected that about 200 British subjects will be arriving in the 
United Kingdom from Iraq on Thursday evening, 24th July, and that a further 

but unknown number will be arriving in the next few weeks. The total number of 
British subjects in Iraq is a little under 7,000. This includes British 


servicemen and businessmen who are not likely to be returning here. 


2 Most of those arriving will be dependants of men remaining in Iraq and will 
either immediately, or very soon, be self-supporting. But there may be some 
whose resources will not become available for some little time, and possibly 


others who will have no resources available at all in the foreseeable future. 


3 It is clearly desirable that all these British subjects arriving from Iraq 
should be given some help on arrival. The Women's Voluntary Service are 
prepared to make these people comfortable in such ways as providing refreshments 
and helping them to find scnpestatien where necessary. The British Red Cross 
Society will help in looking after any whe may be sick and will organize 
transport. The National Assistance Board will provide railway warrants and 
give these people enough money where they need it for a railway journey and for 


their needs for the first day or so. 


4 The question is whether any further assistance should be given. It seems 
undesirable to send people who cannot get accommodation for themselves to 
hostels. Most, if not all, of these British subjects would probably take very 


unkindly to life in a hostel even for a short time, and it might easily lead to | 
| 


political criticism. Moreover, the only available hostels are those run by the | 


N.A.B. for Hungarian refugees and those run by the Anglo-Egyptian Resettlement 
Board for Anglo-Egyptian refugees. It would be unfortunate to give the idea 
that there is any similarity between these two classes of refugees and the 


British subjects coming from Iraq. 


5 The only alternative seems to be as follows. The N.A.B. are prepared to 
lend suitably experienced officers to the Home Office for a week or so to

receive people from Iraq at the reception centre to which the R.A.F. will be 
bringing them. The N.A.B. officers would act under Home Office instructions. 
They might be told to give the sort of assistance that the N.A.B. would give in 
the normal way as described above and, in addition, where g British subject§from 
Iraq claimed that they had no resources to tide them over the first week or so, 
to give them an advance to cover their needs for such a period. The maximum 
advance might be of the order of £25. There would have to be an undertaking 
to repay when their resources became available. Those, if any, who said they 
had no resources, would presumably have to be given the money as an outright 
grant. It would have to be made plain that the advance or grant would be all 
the special assistance they would be given and that when it was exhausted they 


would have to rely, if necessary, on the normal social services. 


6 The main reason for giving these people special assistance is that in 
present circumstances it would be undesirable for the Government to lay them- 
selves open to political criticism about their treatment of British subjects 
from Iraq. Comparisons might be made between the help given to these people 


and the help given to Anglo-Egyptian refugees. 


7: The N.A.B., however, strongly oppose giving special assistance to British 
subjects from Iraq. They point out that British subjects have often in the 

past come here from other foreign countries in comparable circumstances without 
anything special being done for them, and that to do anything special for these 
people would set an awkward precedent. There is no real analogy between these 
people and Anglo-Egyptian refugees: the former have elected to come here without 
being compelled to do so and, as far as is known at present, have been normally 
free to bring possessions with them; the latter, on the other hand, were 
_forcibly evicted at very short notice with the loss of practically all their 


possessions. 


8 There is a good deal to be said for treating British subjects from Iraq in 


the normal way. ‘The difference between doing this and giving special assistance

on the lines suggested above, is really in the length of time during which the 
assistance given is intended to cover these people's needs: under normal 
arrangements, assistance is provided only for a day or so, whereas special 
assistance would cover a week or so. In either event, unless there were to be 
an ambitious and costly scheme, these people would have to fall back on national 
assistance at the end of the period if their resources, if any, had not become 


available by then. 


9 A very early decision is needed on the question whether special assistance 
is to be provided or not, and if it is provided, what its extent should be, 


that is, what should be the maximum amount of advance.
